Social conditions are marked, first 
and last, for their prosperity, This 
portion of t'.e Empire restricts im- 
migration and looks to a conse- 
quently slow but sound development. 
Natural resources are practically 
boundless and offer tremendous pos- 
sibilities. 
Of the population, the men are 
igorous and healthy, but the wo- 
mc are rather frail, owing to the 
necet-jary confinement indoors during 
the excessively hot season. Class dis- 
tinction is very faintly marked; we 
find a cordial, democratic, good-fel- 
lowship. Old and young are keen nf- 
ter amusement and prefer pleasure- 
hunting to church-going, a character- 
| istlc not altogether confined to Aus 
,'tralia among the daughters of the 
Empire. The people ure more closely 
akin to the English than the Cana 
dians, speaking in soft, well-modu 
tated voices, "and at this distance it 
safe to note a strong Cockney ac 
ut." Quoting Mrs. Cox, the Pro 
Ifessor described them as "English 
Vwith a dash of sunshine through." 
Touching briefly on the political 
situation, we find that government is 
k controlled, tor the most part by the 
jabour party, with a marked en- 
thusiasm for the welfare of the 
«nasses. Every man and the women 
of the artisan classes, are keen poli- 
ticians. The women of the more cul- 
tured classes display less interest in 
affairs of state. That their interest 
will eventually be roused is to be 
looked for, because, nftcr all, politics 
are really a part of religion and ev- 
ery intelligent citizen should share 
the responsibility of the welfare ol 
the state and regard this responsi- 
bility a:; a religious duty. Coming 
home to Canada, Prof. <"ox pointed 
out that, whether she has ft vote or 
not, every woman must share the 
responsibility "as a mother, sister, 
or other man's sister," and by 
ting out social ostracism to those 
who fail to come up to the high stan- 
dard of political integrity she can 
much to raise and maintain that

Saturday evening's smoker at the Union with its highly 
interesting demonstration of wrestling in various forms was 
a distinct reminder that in one branch of sport at least 
McGill men should turn out in larger numbers. Straight 
amateur wrestling, regarded entirely apart from the sensa- 
vory features of its professional prototype, is indisputddly a 
splendid means for the all-round physical and moral develop- 
ment of the individual student. We have long since pnssed 
the stage of regarding wrestling as a brutal sport. When 
it is made to conform strictly to the well-understood and 
generally accepted scientific nnd sportsmanlike axioms it 
takes a very high place in the category of athletic exercises.

To render the muscles supple, to make the participant 
acute and agile, to engender in him n wholesome respect 
for fair competition and the supremccy of the "fittest" — 
wrestling is unequalled. To imagine that because one has 
not a set of highly developed muscles and great natural 
agility on which to start is any adequate reason for not 
"taking n chance at the game" is utter folly. It is well- 
known that many excellent wrestlers are "self-made" in 
every sense of the term. An clement of perseverance and 
doggedness will see anyone through.

As a recognized sport wrestling was much in vogue in an- 
cient times nmong both Greeks and Romans. In one form 
or another it survived down until the present, time. As a 
pure science, however, wrestling was not developed until the 
last quarter of the nineteenth century. During the last forty 
years a big volume of literature has been written on tho 
subject of wrestling. To-day the many proposed codes and 
rules have been drafted down until a final system remains. 
This system secures a maximum amount of physical develop- 
ment with the minimum of danger. It involves more positive 
Bciencc than any other sport in the athletic calendar. 

The McGill Wrestling Club for the past five years lias had 
the services of one of the best available wrestling instruc- 
tors In the person who hns also assisted the M. A. A. A. 
and the Royal Scots. Mr, Smith is deeply Interested in the 
well-being of the McGill Club nnd ho feels confident that if 
the students would turn out In greater numbers, the long 
list of defeats would be brought to n sudden end. At present 
he finds the Club strong on welterweights and light-weights 
and fatr on special weights. As the grading is from 105 to 
158 pounds it is almost impossible for. a man to be up 
against a dangerously superior opponent unless he so chooses. 
What the Club is 'badly in need of is a lot more 
...iddle and heavy-weights. At present there is only one 
heavy-weight in. training and he cannot be expected to show- 
championship style without keen competition.

We trust, that McGill men will rccognige the needs of the 
wrestling club and give this branch of athletics far more 
support this year. Up to the present there have been only 
twenty men ii\ active training. Until this is extended to 35 
or 40 the work of the Club will be seriously handicapped. 
The men need competition and VARIETY in competition. 
Until this is secured chances against Queen's and Toronto 
will be slim. Here's to the wrestling club, may they con- 
tinue to carry out their present ambitious programme and 
meet with the best of results and benefit accordingly the 
whole athletic status of McGill.

Dear Sir: — T was glad to see in 
Thursday's issue of the "Daily" some 
criticism of the proposed new "M'' 
Rules, 

If there is one thing the commit- 
tee wish to avoid it is that these 
rules should go before the Athletic 
Association without an intelligent 
discussion by the Student Uody; and 
criticism, especially if it be of the 
thoughtful type tWat has appeared so 
far, is more than welcome. 

"T. G. R." agd "Critic" arc agreed 
that all members of the Intercollegi- 
ate Tennis Team should receive the 
first grade plain "M," anil from what 
one hears around College, many 
others are of the same opinion. 
Speaking personally, and not for the 
Committee, I can sny that I think 
the rules might quite well be altered 
in this respect PROVIDED THAT 
THE STUDENTS INTERESTED IN 
ATHLETICS ARB AG HEED AS TO 
ITS ADVISABILITY. 

II is a significant fact, however, 
that when W. T. Pcnrse wrote to the 
A. A. nskiing that a big "M" be giv- 
en for tennis, he applied for it for 
the winners of the singles and 
doubles only. It was his letter that 
guided us in the formation of the 
new rule. 

Nearly all the American Universi- 
ties give a special kiml of letter for 
tennis. 

Mr. Galloway claims that the new 
rules ore too complicated. "Critic" 
says they are not. The Committee be- 
lieve that they could not he made 
any simpler without decided injustice 
to the participants in many of our 
sports, and consequent lessening of 
the incentive to take part. 

It is quite easy to read the regula- 
tions through and condemn them as 
complicated, but it would be quite 
another matter to frame up a new- 
set without calling forth just howls 
of protest. As to Mr. Galloway's 
suggestion to let the Intermediate 
Hockey and Football teams rank as 
minors; this, I am convinced would 
be a very poor move, destroying lit 
once our distinction between major 
and minor sports. 

The only significance of the blocks 
on the major "M's" is that they 
represent the fact that the distinc 
tion was won in a major sport. 

Mr. Galloway also claims that the 
second grade block "M" Is better 
than the first grade minor "M." This 
is quite a matter of opinion. Per 
sonnlly I think the reverse Is true. 

He and "Critic" both think that 
five points are too high a qualifica- 
tion for winning the first grade "M" 
in an Intercollegiate Track Meet 
The Committee believe that five 
points are just the figure that should 
be adhered to. If a man is n special 
ist in one event, he ought to be good 
enough to win it. By far the greater 
part of our track team, however 
take part in at least two events 
would like to point out that 
second place in an event and a place 
on the winning relay team would sc 
cure the coveted V 'M" for a man, am 
this is surely not. too high a stand 
ard, as the relay race is suited to a 
great variety of runners, from sprint 
ers to half-mile men.

Tlw nun in the branches of Major 
Sports, such us football, baseball, 
track and crew, are at the close of 
their season awarded Cornell's "C's" 
at the recommendation of the coach, 
captain and manager, such recom- 
mendation based on the number of 
games played or whether a man was 
in the Varsity boat. Also after two 
or three years of hard work a man if 
given his "C" for special merit. 

The Minor Sports "C's " are 
awarded to men composing the Mi- 
nor Sports teams that win Intercol- 
legiate championship. Thuse men also 
have to be recommended by the cap- 
tain, manager nnd conch. The Minor 
Sports teams not winning champion- 
ship are awarded Minor Sports "C" 
with the initials of the team. For 
instance, the Lacrosse Team would 
receive a Minor Sports "C" with a 
small (L. T.) inside, etc. 

The numerals arc awarded class 
teams winning class championships or 
interclnss championships.
